•  Reviewed  technical  documents  from  other  PDS  Coordination  Workshop  participants,  read-ahead 
versions  of  operational  use  case  presentations,  and  material  in  Naval  Doctrine  Publication  1,  as 
provided  by  ONR. 

•  Attended  the  ONR  PDS  Coordination  Workshop  29-31  July  2014.  Presented  prepared  material, 
participated  in  breakout  group  discussions,  and  coordinated  with  associate  PDS  contractors. 

Plans  for  Next  Month 


During  the  month  of  September,  we  plan  to  do  the  following  activities  for  PDS: 

•  Begin  development  of  a  narrative  describing  the  potential  benefits  of  the  Info-Cognitive 
Proactive  Decision  Support  (InfoCog)  technology. 

•  Begin  development  of  a  notional  technology  roadmap  that  describes  the  required  technology 
necessary  for  InfoCog  to  become  viable. 

•  Begin  development  of  a  technology  space  characterization  to  identify  the  needs  and 
requirements  for  decision  support  technology  for  PADS,  and  describe  how  PDS  technologies 
cover  subsets  of  that  space,  in  preparation  for  defining  workshop  objectives. 

•  Flold  meeting(s)  with  Pacific  Science  and  Engineering  (PS&E)  to  initiate  timeline  development 
and  plans  for  PADS  workshop.
